Washington, May Id.— The principal points in the United 


S l a t e s n o t e to Germany* concerning the s i n k i n g of the Lusitania 
are uhstantially as follows: 


1. The 
U n i t e d 
S t a t e s 
government calls attention to the 


v a r i o u s incidents in the war zone proclaimed by* Germany around 
the British I s l e s ; the sinking of the British liner Falaba, with the 
loss of Leon U. Thresher, an American; an attack by German 


a i r m e n on the American steamer Unslung; 
the torpedoing with­ 
out warning of the American steamer Gulf Light, flying the stars 
and stripes, and finally the torpedoing without warning of the 


L u s i t a n i a with i t s lu-s of more than 1,000 lives of noncombatants, 
among them more than IOO Americans. 


2. Tin e aet" are declared to he indefensible under inter­ 
national law. 
The United States points out that it never a d ­ 
mitted Germany’" right to do them. and warned the imperial gov­ 
ernment that it would he held to a “strict accountability” for a t­ 


t a c k s on American vessels or lives. 
A strict accounting, there­ 
fore, is now asked from Germany. 


3. The u n u s u a l financial reparation will he sought, although 
Germany* is in effect reminded that no reparation can restore the 
lives of those sacrificed in the sinking of the Lusitania and other 
ships. 


4. E g r e s s io n s of regret may comply with the legal prece­ 


d e n t s , hut they are valueless unless accompanied by a cessation 
of the practices endangering lives of noncombatants. 


5. The light of neutral" to travel any point of the high seas 
on neutral or belligerent merchantmen is asserted, 


ti. In the name of humanity and international law, the United 
States demands a guarantee that these rights will lie respected, 
and that there he no repetition of these attacks on merchantmen 
carry ing noncombatants. 


7. The giving of warnings to the American public without 
officially communicating them to the I nited S t a t e s government 
i" c o m m e n t e d on in connection with the German Embassy’s print­ 
ed advertisement before the sailing of the Lusitania, b u t irre­ 


s p e c t i v e of the failure to advise the American government of 
Germany's purpose the point is made that notice of an intention 
to do an unlawful act neither justified nor legalized it. 


8. The suggestion is c o n v e y e d that the German government. 
of course, could not have intended to destroy innocent lives, and 
that consequently the German "ubmarine commanders must have 
misunderstood their instructions. 
The American government in­ 
dicate" it" ho]ie that this will lie true and a cessation of the un­ 
lawful practices thereby will result. 


9. In conclusion, Germany's attention is called to the earn­ 
estness of the government 
people of the United States in this 
situation, 
ll i" 
made plain that the 
United States will leave 
nothing undone, cither in diplomatic representation or other a c ­ 
tion. to obtain a compliance by Germany to the requests made.

La Fayette, Iud., May 13.—Many 
ways of increasing the efficiency of 


the 
country 
church and 
thereby 
strengthening the farm's 
hold 
on 
young people who are so rapidly slip­ 
ping away to the cities were suggest­ 
ed at the final session of the Rural 
Ministrs’ Conference at Purdue Uni­ 
versity 
today. 
It was 
generally 
agreed by speakers and listeners that 
the rural church holds the key to the 
rural situation and that the problem 
of making country life as attractive 
and enjoyable as life in the city or 
town must lie solved by the cooper­ 
ation of church, 
school and home 
Many excellent ideas were put I ort Ii 
today and the pastors went back to 
their homes inspired to become com 
inanity leaders, something more than 
preachers, actual ministers iii every 
sense of the word. 
The importance of boys and girl-' 
clubs in rural communities wes em­ 
phasized by Z. M. Smith who has 
charge of this 
important branch of 
the Agricultural Extension Depart­ 
ment’s activities. 
J ie urged the min­ 
isters to lend a helping hand to tIii 
movement. 
It aims to develop boys 
and cirl" into men and women of lint 
character and therefore its object is 
directly in line with what the church 
seeks to accomplish. 
Character de 
vehement, lie said, is made easy by 
the processes involved in club work. 
The principle 
of the square 
deal, 
honest competition, overcoming ob 
staeles, the moral value of product­ 
ive 
employment, 
the 
intellectual 
stimulus from learning to do a worth­ 
while piece of work are some of the 
elemental qualities of character that 
are thus developed. Ile said the min 
i>ter must get in touch with the pro­ 
blem of the young people and must 
cooperate with the schools in organ­ 
izing these hovs’and girls’ clubs. 
Mrs. Charles Sewell of Otterbein 
discussed “The Church and the Social 
Needs of Farm Folk’’. “The country 
church should be the social center of 
the rural community” she said. “Our 
churches fail to accomplish their real 
purpose when they are opened in­ 
frequently and generally kept closed 
to the people. 
The church ought to 
be tile common meeting pace. 
The 
country needs good, efficient churches 
with all the departments of 
city 
churches. 
It needs churches that will 
attract the young people. 
We also 
need thoroughly equipped 
pastors 
with a love of country 
life in their 
hearts. We must have tile farm folk 
working harmoniously together. And, 
lastly, we must have the “peace that 
passeth understanding.’’ Then, and 
not until then, will the rural church 
and the farm folk come 
into their 
own.” 


Too much 
denominationalism is 
hindering the rural church according 
to the Rev. O. F. Hall, student pastor 
it Purdue. 
The Rev. Hall has had 
considerable rural experience and bus 
made a study of conditions there. In 
address on “The Use and Abuse of 
Dcnominatonalism” 
today he said: 
“With few exceptions our religious 
denominations had their birth in in­ 
tellectual or temperamental differ­ 
ence", but they now subsist for the 
most part on sentiment and selfish­ 
ness. 
For we 
have outgrown the 
causes that brought them into exis­ 
tence. There are in this country 18G 
recognized denominations and more 
than 1,000 individualistic and inde­ 
pendent churches which disclaim con­ 
nection with any of the regular div­ 
an s. 
The sheer needlessness of 
this is made clear bv the fact that 
there are 17 Methodist bodies, 
IG 
iaptist, 12 Presbyterian and 12 Men­ 
nonite. 
Without a single change in 
doctrine or policy these could be cut 
down to l l and 
with a few 
slight 
hanger to four. 
The shame of the 
present condition is that so small 
number o f churches are 
spending 
more time and effort trying to hold

population has changed. 
The owner 
of farms is moving to the idly while 
the tenant is taking his place. 
In 
the Miami valley in Ohio recent sur­ 
veys showed from 40 to 50 per cent 
of the farms operated .by tenants. 


“The church and school flourish 
hest on good soil,” said Dr. Storms. 
Intensive agriculture 
seems to re­ 
sult in intensive 
intelligence 
and 
spirituality. While Boone county de­ 
creased in population in the decade 
1900-1910 G.3 per cent where inten­ 
sive and scientific 
agriculture has 
been highly 
developed and where 
land 
has 
more 
than 
doubled in 
value in the decade the increase in 
church 
membership 
has increased 
10.3 per cent. In the meantime there 
has been an enormous increase in 
farm and crop 
values. 
Statistics 
impress us wit Ii the economic im­ 
portance of the country. More cap­ 
ital and enterprise are sure to he 
enlisted 
iii 
agricultural 
pursuits. 
With the turn of the tide toward the 
country there will he increasing im­ 
portance attaching to those institu­ 
tions which 
foster the intellectual 
and spiritual life. 
Tile school and 
church are destined again to come to 
their former place as social centers 
of influence and power. 
The estab­ 
lishment of strong churches as com­ 
munity centers, with settled pastors 
of skill and with country life en­ 
thusiasm, 
and with 
breadth 
of 
Christian 
sympathy 
rather 
than 
sectarian zeal, is the need of the 
hour. 
The interests of the people 
must be the interests of the church 
that would serve the people.”

Indianapolis, Iud., May LL— Fil­ 
les" indiana has a different exper­ 
ience from that of a score of states, 
the time i> rapidly approaching when 
the larger cities will he a-kcd to re­ 
gulate the jitney bus. Although Ind­ 
iana has been slower than most state" 
to accept the niekcl-a-ride auto, the 
zone of infection is rapidly growing, 
and it is believed that as summer 
approaches nearly every city of any 
size will have it" jitney bus. 
Already the li"t of cities possess­ 
ing the jitney is imposing. 
Among 
them are Terre Haute, Jet fersonville, 
New Albany, Bennsville, Peru, Mun­ 
cie, Gary, Indianapolis, Brazil, Con­ 
nersville ami Rushville* 
The list is 
growing so fast it cannot he kept 
up to date. 
The Gary & Interurban Company 
i> the fir-t to indicate that it has 
been hard hit by the jitney bus. 
It 
h a s requested the Cary city council 
to grant n conference on a matter 
vital to the continued operation of 
their road during the month of June. 
The road will request that the council 
pa"" an ordinance providing ii license 
of "everal hundred dollars a year 
for the jitney lames, "aid a council­ 
man. 
The Gary company declares that 
unless the jitneys arc handicapped it 
will have to discontinue certain ser­ 
vice. Gary’s jitney bus experience i- 
lc"S than a month in duration. 
Souk 
of these jitneys have earned $12 a 
day, it is said. 
But various cities profess to see in 
the jitney bus a real menage. 
Oak 
land, t a1., a city of 150,140 pupa I at 
ion, was the setting for a thoroug 
investigation by a committee from 
Chamber of Commerce, 
It drew oik 
conclusion that it considered axio­ 
matic. 
ll declared that a jitney bu* 
cannot operate on a paying basis 
over a longer route than three miles 
The conclusion was that 
property 
outside this throe mile zone would 
suffer a tremendous loss it the jitney 
bu> should drive the street ears out 
of service. Tho street c a r s could not 
operate on a paying b asis without 
the "hort-haul fa re s, and thereafter 
the citizens in the outlying d is tric ts 
would la* without transportation. 
Under these conditions, it is claim­ 
ed. the regular street car service, no 
matter how inadequate it has appear­ 
ed in the past, would be sorely miss­ 
ed. 
One jitney driver in this city re­ 
port" that ho averages $7 to $8 a 
day. 
Tin" is in striking contrist to 
the report from St. Louis that on 
April 19 all jitney buses increased 
their fares from a jitney to IO cents. 
An official high up in the lml- 
ianapoli" Traction Company was ask­ 
ed his opinion today. 
He said the 
.jitney could not survive. 
He teemed 
with statistics to the effect that the 
jitney “craze*’ w a s losing ground, lie 


w a s reading a report on the jitney 
“craze” when the United Press Cor­ 
respondent walked in. 
On all sides 
lay these reports, 
lie had letters 
from fill parts of the country con­ 
taining jitney statistics. 
One tiling is certain—the jitney bus 
infection is being studied by tract­ 
ion 
magnates. 
Systematically and 
thoroughly they are tabulating the re­ 
ports to determine whether the jitney 
will menace them long. 
This official said the jitney never 
would 
affect 
Indianapolis 
where 
street ear tickets may be bought for 
4 cents. Iii* said, however, that some 
traction companies might be forced 
into the hands of the receivers by 
what he termed “the craze”. 
He produced statistics to show that 
in Tennessee, XewYork, New Jersey, 
Massaehussetts. Maryland, Washing­ 
ton, Rhode Island and Iowa the legis- 
at tires have sent to the governors 
bills that declare the .jitney bus a 
public utility and placed them under 
the public service commission. Some 
of the governors ha\e signed the bills.

No one denies but that 
the United States is held in the same 
hiah esteem by most if not all for- 
eign powers. 
The United States, in 


its marvelous growth and develop- 
ment, has been the wonder and ad- 
miration of the world, and who is 
there to say we shall follow the path 
of war-torn Europe and suffer thq 
horrifying consequences. 


"\Ve believe Former President Taft 


is right when says "There are worse 
things than war, but delay due to 
calm deliberation can not change the 
situation or rninnimize the effect of 
what we finally conclude to do." 
Continuing, he said in an address 
before the Union League at Phila- 
delphia: 


"'With the present condition of war 


in Europe, our action, jf it is to be 
extreme, will not lose efficacy by giv- 
ing time to people, whose war it will 
be. to know what they arc facing.

dent conducts our .foreign

declare war. Upon him is the acute 
responsibility in such a crisis.

he were to yield to the cry extermists, 
and summon congress to take ex- 
treme measures, he would have great 
influence with congress under such a 
provocation. Indeed, the impulse to 
such action has usually been strong- 
er with congress than with the execu- 
tive. 


"Now it may be that a series of 


acts of inhumanity and violations ol 
the laws of war, to our national de- 
triment and against our citizens, may 
force us on and lead our people to 
believe that whatever the cost 
no 


other cour.-es is open to us. 


"Hut 
we must bear in mind that iC 


we have a war it is the people who 
must pay with lives and money the 
cost of it, and therefore they should 
not be hurried into the sacrifice null 
it is clear that they wish it, and know 
what they are doing when they wish 
it. 


"A demand for war that can not 


survive the passion of the first days 
of public indignation and will not en- 
dure the test of delay and delibera- 
tion by all the people is not one thai 
should be yielded to."

Smoke FAIR PROMISE Be Cigar 
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Survey of Note Sent By 


United States to Germany 


o n 


Washington, May 13.—The principal points in the United 


States note to Germany concerning the sinking of the Lusitania 
are ubstantially as follows: 


1. The United States government calls attention to the 


various incidents in the war zone proclaimed by Germany around 
the British Isles; the sinking of the British liner Falaba, with the 
loss of Leon C. Thresher, an American; an attack by German 
airmen on the American steamer Gushing; the torpedoing with- 
out warning of the American steamer Gulf Light, flying the stars 
and stripes, and finally the torpedoing without warning of the 
Lusitania with its loss of more than 1,000 lives of noncombatants, 
among them more than 100 Americans. 


2. These acts are declared to lie indefensible under inter- 


national law. The United States points out that it never ad- 
mitted Germany's right to do them, and warned the imperial gov- 
ernment that it would be held to a "strict accountability" for at- 
tacks on American vessels or lives. A strict accounting, there- 
fore, is now asked from Germany. 


3. The unusual financial reparation will be sought, although 


Germany is in effect reminded that no reparation can restore the 
lives of those sacrificed in the sinking of the Lusitania and other 
ships. 


4. Expressions of regret may comply with the legal prece- 


dents, but they are valueless unless accompanied by a cessation 
of the practices endangering lives of noncombatants. 


5. The right of neutrals to travel any point of the high seas 


on neutral or belligerent merchantmen is asserted. 


(i. In the name of humanity and international law, the United 


States demands a guarantee that these rights will be respected, 
and that there be no repetition of these attacks on merchantmen 
carrying noucombatants.

to do an unlawful act neither justified nor legalized it. 


S. The suggestion is conveyed that the. German government, 


of course, could not have inteuded to destroy innocent lives, and 
that consequently the German submarine commanders must have 
misunderstood their instructions. The American government in- 
dicates its hope that this will be true and a cessation of the un- 
lawful practices thereby 'will result. 


9. In conclusion, Germany's attention is called to the earn- 


estness of the government people of the United States in this 
situation. It is made plain that the 
United States will leave 


nothing undone, either in diplomatic representation or other ac- 
tion, to obtain a compliance by Germany to the requests made.

Ministrs' Conference at Purdue Uni-

agreed by speakers and listeners that 
the rural church holds the key to the 
rural situation and that the problem 
of making country life as attractive 
and enjoyable as life in the city or 
town must be solved by the cooper- 
ation of church, school and home. 
Many excellent ideas were put forth 
today and the pastors went back to 
their homes inspired to become com- 
munity leaders, something more than 
preachers, actual ministers in every 
sense of the word. 


The importance of boys and 'girls' 


clubs in rural communities wes em- 
phasized by Z. M. Smith who has 
charge of this important branch oJ 
the Agricultural Extension Depart- 
ment's activities. He urged the min- 
isters to lend a helping hand to this 
movement. It aims to develop boys 
and girls into men and women of fine 
character and therefore its object is 
directly in line with what the church 
seeks to accomplish. Character de- 
velopment, he said, is made easy by 
the processes involved in club work. 
The principle 
of the square deal, 


honest competition, overcoming ob- 
stacles, the moral value of product- 
ive 
employment, 
the 
intellectual 


stimulus from learning to do a worth- 
while piece of work are some of the 
elemental qualities of character that 
are thus developed. He said the min- 
ister must get in touch with the pro- 
blem of the young people and must 
cooperate with the schools in organ- 
izing these boys'and girls' clubs. 


Mrs. Charles Sewcll of Otterbciu 


discussed "The Church and the Social 
Needs of Farm Folk". "The country 
church should be the social center of 
the rural community" she said. "Our 
•hurches fail to accomplish their real 
purpose when they are opened in- 
frequently and generally kept closed 
to the people. 
The church ought to 


be the common meeting pace. 
The 


country needs good, efficient churche: 
with all the departments of 
city 


churches. It needs churches that will 
attract the young people. We also 
need thoroughly equipped pastors 
with a love of country life in their 
hearts. We must have the farm folk 


orking harmoniously together. And, 


lastly, we must have the "peace that 
jjasscth understanding." Then, and 
not until then, will the rural church 
and the farm folk come into their 
own." 


Too much 
denominationalism is 


lindcring the rural church according 
to the Rev. 0. F. Hall, student pastor 
at Purdue. 
The Rev. Hall has had 


onsiderable rural experience and has 


made a study of conditions there. In 
address on "The Use and Abuse of 
Dcnominatonalism" today he said: 
*With few exceptions our religious 
denominations had their birth in in- 
;ellectual or temperamental differ- 
ences, but they now subsist for the 
most part on sentiment and selfish- 
ness. For we have outgrown the 
causes that brought them into exis- 
ence. There arc in this country 186 
recognized denominations and more 
han 1,000 individualistic and iiide- 
jendent churches which disclaim con- 
nection with any of the regular div- 
sions.

Indianapolis Traction Official Says 


They Cannot Survive—Better 


Service 
May 
Result 


(IT. P. Staff Correspondent.) 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 13.—Un- 


less Indiana has a different exper- 
ience from that of a score of states, 
the time is rapidly approaching when 
the larger cities will be asked to re- 
gulate the jitney bus. Although Ind- 
iana has been slower than most states 
to accept the nickel-a-ride auto, the 
zone of infection is rapidly growing, 
and it is •believed that as summer 
approaches nearly every city of any 
size will have its jitney bus. 


Already the list of cities possess- 


ing the jitney is imposing. 
Aiuon. 


them are Terre Haute, Jcfi'ersonville, 
New Albany. Evansvillc, Peru, Mun- 
cie, Gary, Indianapolis, Brazil, Con- 
nersville and Rushville. The list is 
growing so fast it cannot be kept 
up to date. 


The Gary & Intel-urban Company 


is the first to indicate that it has 
been hard hit by the jitney bus. 
It 


has requested the Gary city council 
to grant a conference on a matter 
vital to the continued operation of 
their road during the month of June. 
The road will request that the council 
pass an ordinance providing a license 
of several hundred dollars a yeai 
for the jituey buses, said a council- 
man. 
" 


The Gary company declares that 


unless the jitneys are handicapped it 
will have to discontinue certain ser- 
vice. Gary's jitney bus experience i 
less than a month in duration. Some 
of these jitneys have earned $12 a 
•day, it is said. 


But various cities profess to sec in 


the jitney bus a real menace. Oak- 
land, Cal., a city of 150,140 populat- 
ion, was the setting for a thorough 
.investigation by a committee from 
Chamber of Commerce. It drew one 
conclusion that it considered axio- 
matic. It declared that a jitney bus 
cannot operate on a paying basis 
over a longer route than three miles. 
The conclusion was that 
property 


outside this three mile zone would 
suffer a tremendous loss if the jitney 
bus should drive the street cars out 
of service. The street cars could not 
operate on a paying ba-sis without 
the short-haul fares, and thereaftei 
the citizens in the outlying districts 
would be without transportation. 


Under these conditions, it is claim- 


ed, the regular street car service, no 
matter how inadequate it has appear- 
ed in the past, would be sorely miss- 
ed. 


One jitney driver in this city re- 


ports that he averages .$7 to $S a 
day. This is in striking contrast to 
the report from St. Louis that on 
April 19 all jitney buses increased 
their fares from a jitney to 10 cents. 


An official high up in the Ind- 


ianapolis Traction Company was ask- 
ed his opinion today. 
He said the 


jitney could not survive. He teemed 
with statistics to the effect that the 
jitney "craze" was losing ground. He 
was reading a report on the jitney 
"craze" when the United Press Cor- 
respondent walked in. On all sides 
lay these reports. 
He had letters 


from all parts of the country con- 
taining jitney statistics. 


One thing is certain—the jitney bus 


infection is being studied by tract- 
ion magnates. Systematically and 
thoroughly they are tabulating the re- 
ports to determine whether the jitney 
will menace them long. 


This official said the jitney never 


would affect 
Indianapolis 
where 


street car tickets may be bought for 
4 cents. He said, however, that some 
traction companies might be forced 
into the hands of the receivers by 
what he termed "the craze". 


He produced statistics to show that 


in Tennessee, NewYork, New Jersey, 
Massachusetts, Maryland, Washing- 
ton, Rhode Island and Iowa the legis- 
latures have sent to the governors 
bills that declare the jitney bus .a 
public utility and placed them under 
ihe public service commission. Some 
ot the governors have signed the bills.

Volunteer 
organizations, from the very nature 
of things, incur expenses that are al- 
ready being borne by the Red CroS! 
and which should not be twice taken 
from the too meager funds available 
for relief work. 


'I wish people understood this 


better. I wish 
they realized that 


when Congress created the Red Cross 
acting under the Treaty of Geneva 
in the creating of a volunteer aid so- 
ciety, it intended that the Red Cross 
should be the American people's ex- 
pression of sympathy and the Amer- 
ican people's means of helping the 
stricken whenever need arises. Noth- 
ing could be more essentially an in- 
stitution of the American people and 
of the American government that is 
the Red Cross. Probably most peo- 
ple do not know that our accunts, 
after being audited by the War De- 
partment, are reported to Congress, 
together with detailed statement of 
our work.

overstocking while prices 


were high," says Drake, "generally 
jeeps a good share of his stock when 
such conditions arise and foregoes 
the temptation to sell his corn at the 
ligh cash price which it will bring. 
[n a short time afterward he usually 
finds that the price of livestock has 
;ome back to normal and he is re-

RAISING POULTRY Far PROFIT

I am sending you this article 


from Coal City, Indiana where I am 
engaged in the installation of a large 
job of plumbing At the farm where 
I am staying they have about 250 
White Leghorn hens and a great 
many chicks. They collect from 160 
to 200 eggs 
each day. All their 


eggs are" shipped to 
Terre 
Haute 


and they receive 21 cents a dozen 
for them. This person feeds mash- 
ed food each morning and 
mixed 


grain at night, with all the milk the 
hens wish to drink. They have the 
run 
of 
the 


comfortably 


orchard 
and 


housed. 
The 


houses 
are 
sprayed occasionally 


with chloro naptholenm two teas- 
jpoons full to a half gallon of water. 


! This eliminated the lice 
and 
nit 


but never spray your houses in the 
afternoon because this dampness 
will give your hens cold at 
night. 


Spray when the sun is warm in the 
morning, 
and 
the houses will be 


fectly dry by night. In winter you 
must use your own judgment. 


I have been asked several times 


recently what I consider the bos 
breed of chickens to raise for gen- 
eral purposes 
Well. I feel inclined 


to answer White Wyandotte. How- 
ever, you must not think that 
to 


earn how to care for 
a flock of 


chickens 
you must practice on a 


mongrel flock, for your experience 
with them will'be both discouraging 
and misleading and the time 
and 


money spent on them might better 
be spent on 
more worthv of 


both time and money. Before you 
decide what breed of fowl to pur- 
chase read what you can find about 
the different breeds. 
Go to 
your 


state fair and poultry shows 
and 


study the birds, converse with the 
exhibitors and don't 
forget 
yonr 


county fair.' Those who have full 
blooded stock will find it of advan- 
tage to show them at cur county 
fair this fall. 
I expect to 
show 


some chickens and I shall be pleas- 
ed to assist anyone who desires to 
show their stock. 
Let us get to- 


gether and see if we can not 
im- 


prove in the next year the many 
flocks in our county that are sadly 
in need of improvement. 


As-1 have said before, do not ex- 


pect something for nothing. Do not 
feed much corn in hot weather; it 
is too fattening. 
Your hens 
can 


not be profitable when fed alone on 
corn. 
Vary their diet and feed a 


little condition powder and you will 
have little trouble in getting 
eggs 


all summer.

If German diplomacy had 
enjoy- 


ed the same efficiency as the German 


Kaiser William would not be 


surrounded by a wall of steel and the

The most startling discovery

March was the fact that the Ger- 
man people have been led to believe 
that the 12, 000,000 Germans who 
have come to the United States in re- 
cent years are not 
at heart loyal 


citizens of their adopted country. 


Germany is a great country to 


forecast and prepare for possibilities. 
She assumes in many instances that 
a possibility is a probability, and in 
view of what 
I saw and heard in 


Frankfort. Berlin and other German 
cities, the possibility of the United 
States being drawn into the war, 
was considered days before the mael- 
strom was precipitated. 


Germany has acted on the theory, 


and she is now acting on it, that the 
United States would be unable to 
assume an aggressive policy toward 
her because the 12,000,000 German 
citizens in this country would not 
permit such action. 


A prominent—and intelligent— 


along with the political effect after 
which the speaker'is striving, Ger- 
many looks upon them as the expres- 
sion of a belligerent element which 
really threatens our 
governmental 


stability. If public 
officials 
could 


appreciate how much mischief a pub- 
lic utterance can make through its 
effect on a foreign nation, our con- 
gressional 
records would be less 


voluminous than they are now and 
quite as interesting. 


To put it plainly and frankly Ger- 


many seems to be laboring under the 
impression that before America can 
attack the German Empire she must

This statement opened my eyes

I met, on the subject. Some of them 
were really laboring under the im- 
pression that the revolt of Progress- 
ives in 1912 was an incipient rebell- 
ion against the government.

them expressed the conviction that 
"once^a German always a German" 
would apply to the German American 
citizens who, in the German under- 
standing, looks upon citizenship in 
the United States as commercial ex- 
pedient, a business assett which does 
not, in any depreciate his loyalty to 
his Fatherland. 
' This is the logic of the "Deutseti- 
land Uber. Alles" creed which has 
been taught in Germany for generat- 
ions. This conclusion has been fost-
